Seattle. Aug. 28.-—The first arrest In 
the Seattle Harbor Department’a cam¬ 
paign to protect Elliott Bay and the 
bathing beaches from pollution by 
fuel oil pumped into the harbor by 
ships was made at 10.30 a.m. yesterday, 
when 8. M. Berry, first assistant en-, 
Klneer of the American Mall liner 
President Grant, was taken Into cus* 
tody aboard the vessel by Paul L. 
Sweeney, asalitant port warden. 

Berry was booked at police head¬ 
quarters and released on his own recog> 
nleance at the request of Sweeney. 

The penalty Is a maximum fine of 
1100. Sweeney was accompanied tojhe 
liner by offlclala of the Washtn^n 
State Piaherlea Bureau. When tVy ar¬ 
rived at Smith Cove Pier 41 they found 
the President Grant pumping black 
heavy fuel oil Into the bay from her 
ballast tanks. The chief engineer of 
the President Grant said the tank.s 
contained both water and fuel oil. and 
he had Instructed Berry only to pump 
the water Into the bay. 

A close watch Is to be kept by the 
Harbor Department to prevent ships 
from polluting the bay with fuel oil, 
and other arrests arc expected to fol¬ 
low.
